1 regard It as the only organ! sat ion capable of contriving underground 
activities in Hungary. It la quite possibly that Lt.3en.ZAK0 is even 
to these days In contaot with Hungary* in 1046-48 he kept up an un- 
interrupted scout servioe. Unfortunately ho did not always choose 
adequate messengers* very often they were non compromised by their 
previous Nazi attitude. This of course led to their being considered 
with some hostility by the people in Hungary. In 1946-47 the Fellow- 
ship was better known as Oeneral Ferenc PARKAS * s organisation but it 

underwent a change in 1948* ZAKO and PAIUCA5 * a strong extreme-rightist J

ZAKO had been co nsander of an unit which left the country with 
the retfceatlng German army. I taavent aet him personally but I believe 
I am not mistaken when saying that ZAKO is one of those strongly 
extreme-right Hungarian officers who had always admired the German 

military foroe but not the German Nazism. ZL&O is more of a Conserv-

Fellowship Union is the only serious military organisation capable of 
settingup reeletanee units and ef getting men through to Hungary* 
Notwithstanding all that stands to the merit ef growl ZAKO, I with to 
point out that the General's political eduoatlea is equal te nought* 

The Fellowship Union oould prove moat efficient in direct actions hut 
considered at a politloal movement supposed te inspire oonfidenoe to the 
people of Hungary, it Is completely good for nothing* ZAKO's net 
precisely Pasig yat outspokenly Conservativ -rightist attitude and the 
utter political shortsightedness ef the Fellowship n sobers renders them 
wholly unfit to he the basis of an eventual Hungarian resistance* ZAXO 
and his ft 1 lowers could be exoellenfc underground organisers hut they 
would never be able to build up the moral or politloal structure of a 
resistance movement* In the eyes of the Hungarian people ZAXO and the 
Fellowship represent a world they dislike just as much as tin y dislike 
Communism* At present ZAIO keeps on declaring that he Is a true democrat*

General ZAKO is on excellent terms with the French but he doesnt 

work for them. At present he Is trying to discover whloh of the powers 

could aid him the most but et the same time be does not wish to be 

under obligation to flther, ZAKO la in does contact with tbe dungarlm

ZAKO Is supposed to be going to America soon. About 6 weeks ago ho 

had convorsatlone In Paris with tho French Intelligence, The French 

have been playing since long with tho Idee of supporting a fraction

The Hungarians In Austria ted 

great faith in these rumours. The Prenoh Intelligence in Aalsburg bx 

becked these rumours irresponsibly. In Paris ZAKO wee informed of the 

nonexlstanoe of any such plan, I believe ZAKO waant contemplating an 

understanding with tb French he merely wanted to know exactly where 

he stood with them. The Fellowship organisation ewsllowa up large 

sums. The French were not disposed to make great financial sacrifices ,
